Arson attempts on UCSB campus

California at Santa Barbara campus 
early Sunday in the second of two 
arson attempts during the weekend. 
Two other arson attempts were 
reported in Northern California at 
the Stanford 
University campus 
during the weekend. 
The fire at the sheriff’s station 
here was extinguished before it 
could damage the building. 
One 
person 
was 
arrested 
in 
connection with the incident but was 
not immediately identified because 
officers said other arrests were 
expected. 
Early Saturday, arsonists failed in 
an attempt to destroy four Army 


trucks parked at a U. S. Army 
reserve armory about 15 miles from 
the Santa Barabara campus. Col. 
William Gordon, officer in charge of 
the 
armory, 
said 
the 
arsonists 
entered the compound by cutting a 
hole 
in 
the 
chain 
link 
fence 
surrounding the facility. 


They removed the caps from the 
trucks’ gasoline tanks and sprinkled 
black powder in a trail from the 
fence to where the vehicles were 
parked. 


However, a makeshift fuse made 
from a cigarette failed to ignite the 
powder, gordon said. 
Friday night an ROTC building on 
the UCSB campus sustained $10,000 
damage from fire after an antiwar 
rally at Perfect Park in Isla Vista, 


the student community next to the 
campus. 
Five persons were arrested on 
suspicion of failure to disperse after 
authorities said a crowd estimated 
at about 300 gathered in the evening 
At Stanford, a fire bomb was 
hurled into the first floor of the 
school’s athletics building Saturday 
night. The structure houses ROTC 
classrooms on the second floor.

U.S. jet fighter—bombers struck 
in waves over the border in advance 
of the South Vietnamese drive, 
military sources said. 
“ We took so much fire. I couldn't 
believe 
it," 
said 
Capt. 
Jasper 
Sander, 31, of Shrewsbury, Mass., 
one of the downed helicopter pilots 
who made it back to Khe Sanh in 
South Vietnam. “There were a lot 
of Communists, all over the place." 
American 
ground 
personnel 
moved up to the border, but stepped 
aside to let the South Vietnamese 
make the actual move into Laos. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
in 
Saigon 
emphasized 
that 
no 
American 
ground troops or advisers would 
take part in the operation, although 
the South 
Vietnamese 
will 
get 
massive air support and backing 
from U.S. artillery firing across the 
border. 
The 
L a o t i a n 
g o v e r n m e n t 
protested the move and demanded 
that “all foreign troops immediately 
withdraw 
from 
royal 
Laotian 
territory." 
Field 
reports 
said 
the 
six 
helicopters shot down were hit while 
bringing troops into ‘ hot" landing 
zones in Laos—landing zones under 
fire. 
Pilots returning to the Khe 
Sanh outpost in South Vietnam five 
miles from the border said all of the 
crewmen were “extracted" but that 
five of the six downed choppers had 
to be abandoned. 
The 
L a o t i a n 
g o v e r n m e n t 
protested the invasion, blaming the 
North 
Vietnamese 
as 
primarily 
responsible since they already had 
troops in Laos but stating “ this does 
not 
constitute justification" 
for 
sending in the South Vietnamese 
troops. 
“The 
Royal 
Lao 
government 
demands that all foreign troops 
immediately withdraw from royal 
Laotian 
territory," 
a 
statement 
issued by the government said. 
Some of the 9,000 American troops 
in the area stood watching beside a 
sign at the border saying “ No U.S. 
personnel 
past 
this 
pont" 
as 
armored personnel carriers with the 
South Vietnamese troops rumbled 
past. 
Several of the GIs flashed 
peace signs to the grinning South 
Vietnamese troops, who waved back 
at them, Braddick reported from the 
scene. 
Exactly how many of the 20,000 
South Vietnamese troops in the area 
were to take part in the actual move 
into Laos was not known. Col. Dui 
Le Duong, commander of the South 
Vietnamese armored units, said a 
major target of the push would be 
the town of Tchepone, 27 miles 
across the frontier and a major 
staging area and junction of the Ho 
ChiMinh Trail. 
Duong said the government troops 
planned to cut the trail in as many 
places as possible.

Final search planned for two 
missing from sunken vessel 


Sheriff’s Department divers aided 
by the Coast Guard were poised at 
noon 
today 
for 
an 
underwater 
exploration of the submerged hulk 
of the fishing cruiser Rogue in 
search of two bodies still missing 
since 
the 
ship 
foundered 
off 
Vandenberg 
with 
20 
persons 
Saturday. 
Two 
bodies 
were 
recovered 
Sunday morning caught in the rocks 
two miles South of Pt. Sal near 
Missile Site 6, according to Sheriff 
Det. Ron Gardner of the Santa 
Maria 
Substation 
They 
were 
identified 
as 
Chuck 
Howlett, 
teenage son of the owner ot the 
vessel; 
and Vern Ray, both of 
Bakersfield. 
Missing were the owner of the 
boat, Lewis Howeltt. and the boat’s 
skipper. 
Art 
Mills, 
both 
of 
Bakersfield Sixteen survivors were 
released from the base hospital 
Sunday after treatment for shock 
and lacerations. All complained of 
swallow ing sea water. 
Helicopter search crews spotted 
the mast of the cruiser sticking out 
of the water about 300 yards off 
shore and two miles southeast of Pt. 
Sal, Sunday. They said the boat was 
submerged in about 30 feet of water 
and speculated that the two missing 
bodies might still be in the hull. 
All except for one ol the 20 who 
were aboard were from Bakersheld

when

makeshift rafts somewhere off the 
coast. In the hours that followed« 10 
of the 16 survivors managed to make 
it ashore. Helicopters plucked the 
remaining six from the heavy surf 
somewhere between Pt. Sal and La 
Purisima Pt. 
Survivors told a frightening story 
of clinging to debris in the bitter 
chilly waters, of trying in vam to 
save the life of Lewis Howlett. who 


was finally swept away by the heavy 
waves. 
Tom Talbot, 36, a truck driver told 
of clinging to a five-gallon gas can 
and a hatch cover with several other 
survivors. He said they pushed the 
elder Howlett on top of the hatch 
cover when they found him in a state 
of shock. “ We tried mouth to mouth 
resucitation 
and 
external 
heart 
massage but he failed to respond," 
Talbot said. “ Then a wave rolled 
over us and carried the man away." 
The Rogue left Avila bay early 
Saturday afternoon, the survivors 
said they discovered that a stoved-in 
plate in the hull caused the vessel to 
ship water. Laurell Everett, the 
ship’s first m ate told investigators 
that they headed for shore until the 
ship's two engines failed and a wave 
buried the bow. 
Richard Spiller. 40, told rescuers 
they had about 15 to 30 minutes 
warning but that the actual sinking 
caught them by surprise. Talbot 
said he tried once to make it down 
the companionway stairs to get 
some lifejackets out of a cabin but 
the pitching of the ship made him 
turn back. Instead they tied a hatch 
cover and some wooden ladders 
together in a makeshift liferaft that 
eventually 
split 
apart. 
Other 
survivors aboard a plastic life raft 
were also dumped into the icy water 
when the waves rolled over them. 
Seconds before the vessel sank, 
Talbot said someone shouted “ She’s 
going down." Talbot said, “ When I 
saw the bow dip that way I knew 
we’d had it. " 
Estimates 
of 
how 
long 
the 
survivors were in the water varied 
from three to six hours. Talbot 
recalls aiding one of the men to 
climb to the top of a craggy rock

sticking above the water. He was 
down at the bottom with one hand 
up, and then he yelled that he 
couldn’t make, Talbot said. “ I told 
him he could make it just like I did 
and by golly he did.’’

Congress, Nixon asked for tough 
controls to combat air and water 
pollutants by imposing charges on 
sulphur oxides and a tax on lead m

He also called for: 
—More effective control of water

billion 
standard-setting national program. 
— Comprehensive improvement 
in pesticide control authority. 
—A federal program to encourage 
re-cycling of paper, 
—Regulation of toxic substances 
and noise pollution. 
—Further legislation to restrict 
ocean dumping. 
—A greatly expanded open space 
and recreation program to bring 
parks to the people in urban areas.

The Consolidated Edison 
Co., 
which 
supplies 
electricity to all of the city 
and some suburbs, said the 
situation was caused by a 
massive short-circuit in a 
138,000 volt transformer at 
its 
waterside 
generating 
station, located on the East 
River just 
south of 
the 
United Nations 


The 
short-circuit, 
a 
deafening, circuit-snapping 
crack 
described 
as 
an 
explosion by workers at the 
plant, 
enacted 
automatic 
switching equipment 
that 
immediately cut off power 
to two ' grids 
distributing 
electricity

the Times 
Square area and Greeley 
Square 


The

Building's power went out 
and 40 tourists who were 
looking out over the city 
from

86 th-floor 
observation 
deck 
were 
stranded. 
That fact was 
verified by two policemen 
and a reporter who walked 
up all 86 (lights ot the stairs. 
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coming down. We tried to 
get out,” 
said 
Prior, 
a 
Tenafly, 
N.J.

aid station and they put 20 
or 30 stitches in my head, 
but I don’t mind that —

No one was killed in the 
tornado, which struck at 
4:20 a m., but Red Cross 
officials estimated that 250 
were injured. 
Red Cross 
Supervisor Virginia Stuart 
said most of the injured 
were treated at three local 
hospitals and released, but 
one woman was admitted 
with severe lacerations.

E s c a m b i a 
counties counted 55 cars, 
two small boats and four 
trailers destroyed by the 
twister.

Terris Neuman, 19, was 
asleep on a couch at the

DEAR POLLY—Perhaps one of the readers will 
be good enough to tell me what to do to Irayed

DEAR POLLY- Miss S. Jaye asked if there was a way 
she could dye her beige rug. When I needed rugs for 
doorways to' match my new bronze carpet, I painted 
regular fabric dye on pieces of an old gray rug. I used 
V > quarts of water to each package of dye. Be sure 
the dye is completely dissolved and let each coat of dye 
dry completely before applying the next one. I used four 
coats of dye and after two years of wear the rugs have 
not faded —MILLY 


Dear (¿iris and Miss S. Jaye—Several years ago I 
dyed a large gray wool rug black but dampened the wool 
threads, as one would do a garment, before starting so 
the dye would penetrate. I rubbed the hot dye in with 
an old scrub brush (wear rubber gloves) and do be care­ 
ful not to soak the back. I worked in the yard but if this 
is done indoors, cover the floor under and beyond the 
edges of the rug with old newspapers. A figured rug 
is not going to look as well as a plain one—our reader s 
rug is light beige with darker beige leaves and red and 
green specks scattered all over. Remember, those specks 
will doubtless come out a different shade from the rest 
of the rug and the color 
chosen 
for 
th e 
dyeing 
should be darker than the 
present color. I would not 
count too heavily on the 
success of a figured rug 
and remember mine was 
wool.—POLLY 


DEAR POLLY—1 have a 
quick way to announce to 
nearby friends and neigh­ 
bors that the new baby has 
arrived.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
Olga P., 26-year-old w ife of 
a B r o o k l y n truck driver, 
sm iles when she talks of her 
son who is alm ost three. Be­ 
fore Johnnie arrived, her life 
w as full of tears and hun­ 
dreds of trips to doctors’ of­ 
fices. 
Olga and her h u s b a n d , 
John, were among the 3.3 
million c o u p l e s who each 
y e a r desperately w a n t a 
child but fail to conceive. 
Johnnie cost them about 
$4,000 and is worth every 
cent and hours spent in treat­ 
ment, the couple agrees. 
Olga and J o h n P. are 
merely two persons involved 
in the 20th century paradox 
of those who do and those 
who do not want to have 
children. Concern with over­ 
population, for example, led 
to several thousand men sub­ 
mitting to voluntary sterili­ 
zation. It has contributed to 
the greater use of contracep­ 
tives and is used as one rea­ 
son for abortions. 


Olga and John’s h a p p y 
story reveals there is hope 
and help t h r o u g h o u t the 
United States for the one in 
10 couples faced with infer­ 
tility. 


O l g a , w i t h encouraging 
words from John, related, 
‘‘We 
were m a r r i e d six 
months and I wasn’t preg­ 
nant. I always wanted to get 
m arried and have children. 
All my friends had children 
and we were hurt that we 
c o u l d n ’t,” she explained. 
“ We were like gypsies, going 
from doctor to doctor.” 


She realizes now she was 
lucky. She was referred to a 
special clinic 
for 
fertility 
problems. Fortunately, John 
wanted a child, too. As Olga 
put it, “ If the h u s b a n d 
d o e s n ’t care, then it is 
harder for one person to 
carry the burden of desire. 


And for years infertility 
was the wom an’s burden. 
The stigma of being childless 
was considered too much for 
the male ego. And even to­ 
day many husbands refuse 
to visit a urologist as a start 
for tests of his ability to do 
his part of the job. 


There are numerous re a ­ 
sons a couple fails to have a 
child. Many are purely phy­ 
sical and it takes time, pa­ 
tience and extensive tests to 
pinpoint exact troubles. The 
other problems are psycho­ 
logical and involve tension, 
excessive drinking, too little 
or too much sexual activity. 


Jam es and Lorraine M., a 
suburban couple in their 30s, 
have had their struggles for 
a pregnancy. He is a sales 
m anager for a research com ­ 
pany and she is a registered 
nurse who worked for an ob- 
stretician.

He 
said, “ Women come to me 
with the unquenched desire 
for children. But so many 
w o m e n do not h a v e the 
slightest idea of what goes 
on in their bodies.” 


Lorraine revealed, “ After 
2xk 
years of m arriage, 
I 
wasrft pregnant. Then I saw 
three or four doctors. It was 
expensive—more than $2,000 
before I became pregnant. 
Then I m iscarried.” Tears 
for her and more stress for 
Jam es was the result. 


However, both c o u p l e s 
were referred finally to a 
fertility c l i n i c similar to 
dozens' operating in major 
cities. On staff or on call 
usually are a pathologist, 
u r o l o g i s t , endocrinologist 
and several gynecologists. 


Costs depend upon whether 
a couple goes to a private 
physician or to a clinic. P ri­ 
vately, the costs m ay range 
from $300 to $800 or more 
while in clinics fees usually 
are on a sliding scale ac­ 
cording to ability to pay.

And for still others a 
trip to an analyst is part of 
the answer. For example, 
Decker revealed, “ We soon 
spot the phonies.

Two 
of them, Irena and Tam ara Press, even had 5 o’clock 
shadows. We called them the "Press Brothers.” 


Steroids, particularly, are gripping the American ath­ 
letic world, according to Ecker. 
Ecker said steroids perform three body functions: First, 
they promote calcium retention and doctors say that even 
after normal growth a person can become taller by their 
usage. Second, a protein assimilation increases strength 
fantastically. Weight-trained athletes have reported more 
than 50 per cent increases in strength That is, if you 
benchpressed 200 pounds before steroids, you could do 
over 300 pounds with them. Third, steroids promote cell 
growth, which also increases body and muscular growth 
"The danger,” Ecker said, “ is in overdosage—and you 
need overdosage for maximum effectiveness. There have 
been cases in hospitals of people dying from overdoses 
Liver impairment is possible. And greater cell growth 
might also increase the growth of cancerous cells, if you 
have them. Also, we still aren’t certain of the lasting 
effects of steroids because we haven’t been taking them 
that long. What happens to users in 10 years, in 20 y ears?” 
Other commonly used drugs in sports, said Ecker, are 
phenylbutazon (a pain-killer which became famous in 
the Dancer’s Image-Kentucky Derby ’’scandal” ), heavy 
eaffein which has some of the stimulant effects of a m ­ 
phetamine or "speed.” and barbituates. "Wild concoc­ 
tions are being experimented with all the time,” said 
Ecker "One of the wildest was a mixture of ammonia- 
a decongestant, strychnine- to improve reflex action, and 
nitroglycerine 
a heart stimulant 
The athletes stirred 
and drank ” 
Ecker said that some drugs used are not really medical­ 
ly harmful, but they have certainly taken the sport out of 
athletics for him. 
"In order to be in sports in the future,” said Ecker, "it 
seems inconceivable that you could hold your own without 
drugs. And who wants to pay big prices to see pharm a­ 
ceutical giants?” 
Ecker is working on a new book on this subject and the 
working title. "To Have a Giant’s Strength,” comes from 
Shakespeare: 
O, it is excellent to have a giant's strength: 
Hut it is tyrannous to use it like a giant

Bifocals Can Be 
Pain in the Neck 


LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 
If you have a pain in the 
neck or arm or tingling in 
the hands, it may be caused 
by your glasses. Dr. Claire 
Wolfe explained the problem 
to the American Congress of 
Rehabilitation Medicine. 
It all b e g a n when Ben 
Franklin invented bifocals to 
keep from using two pair of 
glasses. The reading lens 
was put at the bottom. This 
is fine for reading a book on 
your lap or reading some­ 
thing lying on the desk, but 
that is about the only time it 
is fine. In these reading po­ 
sitions the neck is bent for- 
w a r d and the eyes cast 
downward. But, if the per­ 
son reads something at eye 
level, like holding up a news­ 
paper, or reads something 
above the head he is in trou­ 
ble. This curves the neck 
backward in an abnormal 
position. 
Bending the neck back­ 
ward tends to compress the 
normal space between the 
vertebrae. As the vertebrae 
decrease in size with age, 
this position causes pressure 
on the nerves of the spinal 
cord that normally pass out 
through the spaces between 
the vertebrae. This, in turn, 
causes pain in the neck and 
arm and tingling sensations 
in the arms and hands. 
About half of middle-aged 
people have changes in the 
neck vertebrae that contrib­ 
ute to the problem. This is 
also the age when bifocals 
are prescribed. Then, if the 
person needs to do a lot of 
close-up eye work, he is in 
difficulty. 
There are other ways to 
cause this problem besides 
using bifocals. Any situation 
that requires the head to be 
tilted back far enough to 
bend the neck backward is a 
potential hazard. Painting a 
ceiling if you are not used to 
it may cause sore neck mus­ 
cles and if there are changes 
in the spine, nerve compres­ 
sion can occur. 
Stockbrokers s e a t e d at 
their desk watching a ticker 
tape near the ceiling level 
must crane their neck back­ 
ward in an unnaturcl posi­ 
tion. 
How can this be avoided? 
Well, Dr. Wolfe has had bi­ 
focal lenses put at the top of 
his glasses for reading in 
some instances with good 
success. Being aware of the 
problem helps to avoid it. 
Of course, you could use two 
pairs of glasses. Some of the 
occupational problems inde­ 
pendent of glasses can be 
solved. For example, if a 
person must watch a televi­ 
sion set, a ticker tape, or 
other monitoring device, it 
should be lowered to eye 
level or below to prevent 
neck craning. 
The principle is very sim­ 
ple: If you don’t get your 
nose too high in the air you 
are less likely to be a pain 
in the neck.

The microscopic bugs in­ 
fest the eyelashes. Fortu­ 
nately, they do not carry any 
disease—that we know of. 
They burrow into the eye­ 
lash and cause itching and 
sometimes vague pain, usu­ 
ally in the morning. 
The recommended treat­ 
ment is washing the eyelids 
twice a day with a mild baby 
shampoo. Women are espe­ 
cially vulnerable to e y e 
mites since the mites live in 
oil and women use lots of 
oil in their skin lotions and 
make-up. Some women evi­ 
dently would rather have 
eye mites than wrinkles. So 
here is a tip, men: If you 
are in the market for a new 
wife and don’t w a n t eye 
mites — look for a wrinkled 
one.

Cotsenmoyer

moratorium order on further city capital expenditures 
and hiring of new and replacement personnel until such 
time as the Council is provided with status reports on 
city expense accounts and the condition of the present 
city budget.

We are assured that the city is not broke today. As City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers pointed out, it isn’t today 
that causes the worries, it is tomorrow. That may be 


true, but the Council is worried about today, despite the 
platitudes, and citizens should be too. 
The status of today’s financial condition is related to 
tomorrow. 


The 
problem 
should 
not 
be 
insurmountable. 
Councilman Cotsenmoyer, we are sure, and all citizens, 
only want to know how much was budgeted in each fund, 
how much has been spent today and what is the balance. 


We are sure that arrangements are being made on a 
high priority to do this immediately. Knowledge of city 
government operations will be strengthened on record 
and the Council will be able to proceed accordingly with 
the citizen desires.

Reform model 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is now possible to give some 
details on how President Nixon’s 
reorganization plan evolved. 
When he came into office, Nixon 
had reform on his mind. But he had 
few practical answers. 
Then 
astronauts 
Nel A. Armstrong 
and 
Col. 
Edwin 
Aldrin landed 
on 
th e 
m oon 
and 
returned safely to 
earth — precisely 
on a schedule set 
one decade before. 
Nixon asked how 
it was that so bold 
an objective could 


be achieved involving so many 
unknowns and pushing so closely on 
the 
fro n tiers 
of 
knowledge, 
requiring 
the 
coordination 
of 
hundreds of thousands of men and 
the spending of billions of dollars, 
Above all, how could this federal 
program roll on schedule when most 
large government projects slip, 
slide and bumble 
A number of men were set to work 
to find the reason. 
And did the reason apply to 
technical problems only? Or would 
the Apollo-National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration system work 
also 
with 
social 
questions 
like 
unemployment, crime and welfare 
and 
w ith 
p o litic a l-sc ie n tific 
problems such as pollution and the 
conservation of natural resources? 
This reporter has spent a great 
deal of time with the man assigned 
to think about this problem at 
NASA. 
This man, with a broad personal 
background in industrial science and 
in government, found, as others also 
f o u n d , 
t h a t 
t h e 
m o o n 
accomplishment 
was 
more 
a 
management 
than 
a 
scientific 
success, and made its schedules 
primarily 
because 
it 
brought 
together as a task force with a 
specific objective teams of men 
from many disciplines — doctors, 
b i o l o g i s t s , 
p h y s i c i s t s , 


ni a t h e m aticians, 
geo lo g ists 
a s t r o n o m e r s , 
p s y c h o l o g i s t s , 
survival experts, systems analysts 
— working jointly on a well-defined 
mission. 
Nowhere else in government was 
this cross-fertilization approach so 
complete. Nowhere else were such a 
variety of teams with such different 
specialities 
so knit 
together to 
attack 
all 
aspects of a 
single 
problem 
or 
mission. 
Many 
government agencies work in large 
measure independently of others 
handling the same problem. Some 
work at cross purposes. 
This NASA analyst found that the 
moon approach would work on a 
wide range of other problems but 
that it would cross department 
boundaries 
so 
thorougly 
that 
operationally 
it would 
make 
a 
m i s h m a s h 
of 
g o v e r n m e n t 
departments and agencies as they 
now stand. 
During this same period, a private 
think tank with long experience in 
defense projects (RAND) had been 
working with the citv of New York 
in applying systems analysis to the 
sprawling array of jumbled services 
this great city is attempting to 
supply its citizens. 
RAND 
found, as the man from 
NASA 
had 
found, 
that 
to 
be 
effective, 
government 
functions 
must be mission-oriented — that is, 
aimed at reaching some goal or 
objective 
— 
rather 
than 
being 
organized 
around 
skills 
or 
specialists as so many government 
departments are set up today. 
Over at the National Institutes of 
Health, some enterprising doctors 
had decided to try the idea of 
broadening medical research by 
banding together a team of doctors, 
e n g i n e e r s , 
s c i e n t i s t s 
and 
technicians — a mission-oriented 
team, stretching across disciplines. 
Out of this group have come some 
very promising new approaches to 
the virus diseases. 
The doctors have been amazed at 
the contribution engineers could 
make to their science when the 
groups 
teamed 
up 
instead of

working in separate boxes as in the 
past. 
Meanwhile, at the White House, 
Daniel 
Patrick

everything else. If one government 
agency builds superhighways, that 
affects where jobs are created. This 
may cut off the people in the center 
of the cities who have no quick 
inexpensive way to commute to the 
suburbs where the new factories are 
being built. 
Thus if you have transportation in 
one agency, housing in another you 
may be working at cross purposes. 
Or where job training is separated 
from industrial development. 
Men were being trained for jobs 
they couldn’t get to. Housing for the 
poor was being built w here the poor 
couldn’t afford to live because there 
was no work nearby. 
So it made sense to put together 
all the things aimed at helping a 
man and his family into one task 
force 
(or 
depart men t) . 
All 
government forces trying to help 
him would be working together. The 
s a m e 
r e a s o n i n g 
holds 
for 
community development, economic 
development and natural resources. 
Each 
would 
be 
a 
task 
force 
coordinating all approaches to the 
problem. 
It is a beautiful concept if it can be 
brought about and if it can work in 
practice as neatly as it does on 
paper.

WASHINGTON—The promises in 
the Nixon budget glow like a mirage 
on the distant horizon. 
They may 
prove to be real once the desert of 
recession 
and 
the 
foothills 
of 
congressional obfuscation have been 
crossed. 
The 
odds 
are 
against 
this 
happening, 
however, 
with 
the 
likelihood that the mirage will fade 
the closer it is approached. Behind 
the promise of revenue sharing, 
government 
reorganization 
and 
welfare reform 
is still another 
promise of revolution held out for 
the more distant future. The colors 
of that revolution are worn by a new 
player. 
John Connally of 
Texas, 
the 
new 
secretary 
of 
the 
t r e a s u r y , 
c a m e 
charging 
into 
the 
arena like a bull 
suddenly 
released 
into 
the 
ring. 
.• . 
Prepared to take on

all 
c o m e r s , 
he

spoke out 
at

confirmation

has thus far been

noise. 
That is the value-added tax, which, 
if enacted, could mean a profound 
shift in the whole tax structure. 
Connally’s logic was that in a 
democracy everyone should share 
some of the cost of government. 
Critics 
agree 
almost 
without 
exception that value-added is the 
most regressive form of taxation. 
In effect a sales tax, it bears down 
even more heavily on those least 
able to pay, since it makes no 
distinction between luxuries and 
necessities 
such 
as 
food 
and 
medicine. 
Each 
manufacturer 
imposes a tax on the cost of his 
addition to the finished product. 
Thus, in the making of a motorcar a 
half-dozen separate taxes might be 
added along the way from the raw 
metal to the end of the assembly 
line. 
The advantage argued for value- 
added is that it can be readily 
rebated by exporters sending their 
products into international trade at 
a competitive price. That is how the 
value-added tax works in France. 
The trustees of the Committee for 
Economic Development, the most 
progressive business organization in 
this country, made a case that 
value-added 
should 
at 
least 
be 
explored. 
The pressure for what is really a 
disguised federal sales tax comes as 
both personal and corporate tax 
rates in the top brackets are being 
cut back. Under the tax reform bill 
of 1969 the highest levy on earned 
income drops in stages from 70 to 60 
to 50 per cent. The principal reform 
in that bill was the reduction of the 
oil depletion 
allowance—the big 
bonanza for oil producers—from 
271/2 per cent to 22Vt. 
At the same time President Nixon 
gave big industry a rich, ripe plum 
in the form of accelerated tax 
depreciation. 
This 
means 
tax 
forgiveness the first year of $2.8 
billion. 
And while that tireless 
enemy of privilege, Ralph Nader, 
has brought suit challenging the 
authority of the President to take 
such action bv executive order, it is 
virtually certain to go through. 
The signals appear to be set for a 
carefully contrived effort to shift 
the tax burden from, as the AFL- 
C ip put it in a sharp attack on the 
depreciation bonanza, those best 
able to bear it to those least able. 
There is a strong suspicion that one 
reason for Conally’s appointment to

was

Texan, and a highly capable and 
aggressive activist, he would be far 
more effective as a torchbearer

Muskie trips up 


LOS ANGELES (NEA) 
Sen. Edmund Muskie’s five-day 
lcpe around California showed he 
has not yet developed the sure touch 
that will keep him out of trouble in 
his exposed position as Democratic 
presidential front-runner. 
The trip, a bold leap into uneasy 
t e r r i t o r y 
which 
c a r r i e s 
h i g h 
delegate rewards in 
1972, 
y i e l d e d 
Muskie some good 
results — to be set 
down in a second 
report. 
But 
there 
was 
also 
a 
fair 
catalogue of errors. 
They come as no 
surprise 
to 
some 
key Democrats who 
are not unfriendly 
to his camdidacy, 
yet must be rated 
tough 
appraisers. 
Says one: 
"I was horrified at some of the 
moves Muskie considered making in 
1969 and 1970. He did somehow avoid 
them, but I don t think he is aware 
even now what serious political 
blunders they would have been.”

When the Soviet Union is dealing 
with the United States ... they ought 
to bear that in mind and perhaps 
that should have an effect upon their 
policies.” 
Muskie told the newsmen he spoke 
t( Kosygin in this vc in only ir the 
m atter of arm s costs — not in 
general terms. Yet his broader 
argument is on the public record 
now. The burden is his, even though 
he says veteran diplomat Averell 
Harriman gave him the idea of 
raising the issue narrowly with 
Kosygin. 
Muskie, in endt rsing meddling 
appeals by outsiders, has offered a 
prescription 
filled 
with 
more 
general 
peril 
than 
he 
grasps 
Unmistakably, it is bad medicine for 
him.
